GOVERNMENT’S MOTION TO DIRECT FUNDS BE PAID 
1. The United States, by and through the undersigned Assistant United States 
Attorney, respectfully files this Motion pursuant to 18 U.S.C. §3006 A and requests that 
this Honorable Court issue an order (1) directing Barrett Brown and Karen Lancaster 1 to 
pay to the clerk of the United States District Court for the Northern District of Texas any 
and all funds at www.wepay.com or in the related Bank account, held on behalf of 

Barrett Brown, and held specifically to pay for Brown’s legal representation in the above 
matter; (2) directing the clerk of the United States District Court for the Northern District 
of Texas to apply said funds to the cost of the representation provided to Barrett Brown by 
the Office of the Federal Public Defender in the Northern District of Texas, (3) authorizing 
or ordering the United States Attorney to institute contempt proceedings against Barrett 
Brown or Karen Lancaster, if either one fails to turn over the funds on or before a date 
certain; and (4) sealing this motion, and any response filed thereto. 

r Karen Lancaster also was known as Karen Lancaster Brown and currently is known as Karen 
Lancaster McCutchin. She is the mother of Barrett Brown, and she resides in Dallas, Dallas County, 
Texas. 
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PROCEDURAL BACKGROUND 

2. On or about September 12, 2012, Brown was arrested on a Criminal Complaint, 
case number 3:12-MJ-405-BF, for threatening law enforcement. 

3. On or about September 12, 2012, Brown initially appeared before United States 
Magistrate Judge Paul D. Stickney. Magistrate Judge Stickney reviewed Brown’s 
financial affidavit and determined that Brown could not afford to hire an attorney. 
Magistrate Judge Stickney appointed the Office of the Federal Public Defender for the 
Northern District of Texas to represent Brown. Since that time the Federal Public 
Defender has represented Brown in all three of the above titled and numbered causes. 

4. On or about October 3, 2012, a federal grand jury returned a true bill of 
Indictment in case number 3:12-CR-317-L charging Brown with the threats to law 
enforcement as alleged in the Criminal Complaint. 

5. On or about December 4, 2012, a federal grand jury returned a true bill of 
Indictment in case number 3:12-CR-413-B charging Brown with trafficking in stolen 
authentication features, access device fraud, and aggravated identity theft. 

6. On or about January 23, 2013, a federal grand jury returned a true bill of 
Indictment in case number 3:13-CR-030-B charging Brown with obstructing justice by 
concealing evidence during the execution of a search warrant. 

7. On or about January 23, 2013, case number 3:12-CR-413-B was transferred to 
this Honorable Court (3:12-CR-413-L). On or about January 29, 2013, case number

AUTHORITIES 


8. 18 U.S.C. §3006A(f) authorizes the Court to direct payment of funds found by the 
Court to be available for payment from a person furnished representation under 18 U.S.C. 
§ 3006A to (a) the defender organization providing the person’s representation or (b) the 
Court for deposit in the Treasury as a reimbursement to the appropriation, current at the 
time of payment, to carry out the provisions of §3006A. Specifically, 18 U.S.C. 

§ 3006A(c) provides that: 

If at any time after the appointment of counsel the United States magistrate 
or the court finds that the person (for whom counsel was appointed) is 
financially able to obtain counsel or to make partial payment for the 
representation, it may terminate the appointment of counsel or authorize 
payment as provided in subsection (f), as the interests of justice may dictate. 

(Emphasis added). 

18 U.S.C. § 3006 A(f) provides that: 

Whenever the United States magistrate or the court finds that funds are 
available for payment from or on behalf of a person furnished 
representation, it may authorize or direct that such funds be paid ... to the 
court for deposit in the Treasury as a reimbursement to the appropriation, 
current at the time of payment, to carry out the provisions of this section. 

(Emphasis added). 

9. In United States v. Durka, 490 F.2d 478 (7th Cir.1973), the court held that under 
18 U.S.C. § 3006A, the district court had jurisdiction to order a defendant found financially 
able to pay back funds expended on appointed counsel even though the defendant had been 
acquitted three months earlier and that three months was not an unreasonable length of

time within which "to ascertain the expenses of defendant's representation and to order 
reimbursement." Id., at 479-80. 

10. Additionally, when the defendant in Durka argued that the district court's failure 
to grant a hearing before issuing the order to pay violated due process, the reviewing court 
concluded that “[T]he fixing of compensation and reimbursement pursuant to 18 U.S.C.A. 

§ 3006 A ... is a matter within the exclusive discretion of the district court and is not such an 
event that requires the procedural safeguards of an adversary hearing.” Id. at 480. The 
court also found that “if the defendant refused to comply with the district court's order and 
contempt proceedings are recommended ... the defendant will be entitled to a hearing ... at 
which time he may assert his defenses to payment.” Id. In this case, the defendant's 
financial ability to pay can be determined at a contempt hearing or the Court may wish to 
have the United States Probation office make such a determination before any order 
hereunder is granted.

11. The decision in Durka has been followed in the Seventh Circuit.

ORDER 

On March 29, 2013, this Court was referred the above cases for consideration as to 
whether or not the Defendant has the ability to pay a contribution for his court-appointed counsel. 
This Court has received a financial affidavit by the Defendant which shows the Defendant has 
received $20,000 in contributions for his legal defense fund. This Court hereby ORDERS the 
Defendant to place all of the funds he has identified in his affidavit into the registry of this Court 
no later than April 30, 2013, while the Court has hearings and makes a determination as to what, 
if anything, should be done in utilizing the funds towards the repayment of costs for Defendant’s 
court appointed representation. It is further ORDERED, the funds currently in the account 
identified by the Defendant’s affidavit will not be encumbered, assigned or disposed of by 
anyone who has access to this account. Once the funds are placed in the registry of this Court, 


the funds shall not be disbursed without an order of this Court. 

The Court further sets a hearing on this matter for May 1, 2013 at 9:30 a.m., to determine

ORDER DENYING GOVERNMENT’S MOTION TO DIRECT FUNDS BE PAID 

On May 1, 2013, the above-named Defendant, represented by counsel, appeared 
before this Court on Government’s Motion to Direct Funds Be Paid. After hearing argument of 
counsel and reviewing the evidence submitted, it is clear the funds in question were obtained on 
behalf of the Defendant for the purpose of retaining counsel. This Court finds the funds should 
be used for that purpose. The Court finds the Governments Motion was filed in the interests of 
justice and to assure the Defendant is not wrongly receiving court-appointed counsel when he 
should not. However, this Court does find the release of the money to retained counsel will save 
the taxpayers more than if the Court forfeited the funds to pay for a portion of the costs to the 
Federal Public Defender. It would be a substantial drain on the resources of the Federal Public 
Defender to continue to represent Mr. Brown in light of the fact his retained counsel are doing 
much of the work pro bono. Retained counsel have indicated to the Court they do not intend to 
seek Criminal Justice Act funds in representing Mr. Brown. 
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This Court finds the Governments Motion should be and hereby is DENIED.
